It is not the desire of 
this paper to see any county officer 
prosecuted, but this doubting and 
trusting, evading, slandering jurors, 
gd so on is getting monotonous. Let's 
have a settlement of this matter as 
soon as possible. 

We do not desire to say that any 
officer has been dishonest in intent, 
but we dosay that to evade direct issues 
and keep moneys which belong to this 
county is to do somethiog worthy of 
punishment. Any proper settlement 
of the affair cannot come through the 
Peace Congress, for it allowed the 
bills, but the Judge has bench war- 
rants and the District Attorney can 
complain. We hope the matter may 
be settled without any such recourse, 
but the public is tiring of this inter- 
ested abuse of the disinterested, and 
the ingratitude which is shown by 
those who have been twice spared. 


THOSE TIMBEK SUITS 

Senator Schurz has recommended 
that all prosecutions for timber dep- 
redations commenced in Nevada and 
California be continued until the next 
term of the Courts in which they are 
now pending. This is done in order 
that Congress may have all reasonable 
opportunity to legislate upon the sub- 
ject, and express its opivion upon the 
character of existing laws. Strong 
efforts are now making to induce Sen- 
ators and Representatives to act upoa 
this question. Should they, by a 
wholesale amendment of the timber 
laws, declare that the present regula- 
tions were unjust, Schurz will without 
doubt dismiss the suits upon an eqita- 
ble adjustment. If, however, Con- 
gress takes no action upon these laws, 
Schurz will prosecute the suits already 
commenced, Congress ought to save 
him that trouble.
